You are hereby notified to meet at the lower assembly room 

and the room above said assembly room, both in the Town Hall, in 

said Town, on Tuesday, the thirteenth day of March next, at eight 
o’clock in the forenoon to act upon the following subjects:— 


1. To choose all necessary town officers for the ensuing year. 

2. To elect one selectman who shall serve for three years. 

3. To choose one member of the board of three trustees who 
have the custody of all the trust funds of the town, to serve for 
three years. 

4. To choose a committee for Stevens High School for the 
ensuing year. 

5. To choose three members of the board of trustees of Fiske 
Free Library to serve for a term of three years. 

6. To bring in your ballots upon the question as to whether. 
the amendment proposed by the convention to revise the -constitu- 
tion shall be approved 

7. To see if the town, instead of electing by ballot one or 
more highway agents, will vote to instruct the selectmen to ap- 
point an expert highway agent, to have the same power and per- 
form the same duties as a highway agent, if elected by the town 
in accordance with the provisions of Chapter 29, Section 3, of the 
Laws of 1893, as amended by Laws of 1918, Chapter 14, Section 1. 
This action to take effect from and after the annual meeting of 
1924, and to continue in effect until the town shall otherwise vote 

8. To see if the town will choose or appoint a committee 
of citizens to act as a committee of finance, whose duty it shall be 
to investigate all proposed appropriations, previous to the next 
town meeting, and report their recommendations at said meeting. 

9. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate to pay town officers for the fiscal year ending 
January 31, 1924. 

10. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for incidental expenses of the town for the fiscal 
year ending January 31, 1924. 

11. To see what sum of money the town will vote to. raise 
and appropriate for the repair of highways and bridges including 
State Aid Maintenance and Trunk Line Construction and Mainte- 
nance. 

12. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $2,000 for the purpose of building new sidewalks and re- 
pairing those now in use. . 

13. To see if the town will vote to buy a new truck for the 
highway department and raise and appropriate money therefor. 

14. To see if the town will vote to improve the highway and 
sidewalks on Hanover and North streets from the entrance to the 
Claremont General Hospital to the Broad street bridge. 

15. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate, or borrow on the credit of the town for the improve- 
ment of the highway and sidewalks on Hanover and North streets 
from the entrance to the Claremont General Hospital to the Broad 
street bridge. 

16. To see if the town will vote to repair Eastman street near 
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Hanover street, and raise and appropriate the sum of $1,000 there- 
for. 

17. _To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $1,500 for new walks in Broad street park. 

18. To see if the town will vote to build a permanent highway 
on North street from Elm street going east and raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $10,000 therefor, or borrow the same on the 
credit of the town. 

19. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate to repair that part of Pearl street between Main street 
and Central street. 

20. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for sprinkling, oiling and cleaning the streets and 
highways of the town for the year ending January 31, 1924. 

21. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for the support of the Fire Department for the 
- year ending January 31, 1924. 

22. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $9,500 to purchase a motor driven hook and ladder truck. 

23. To see if the town will vote to extend the dry hydrant 
system at West Claremont, from its present terminus to the Union 
church rectory, and appropriate money therefor. 

24. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise 
-and appropriate for the use of hydrants for the fiscal year ending 
January 31, 1924. 

25. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for street lighting for the year ending January 
31, 1924, and pass any other vote relating thereto. 

26. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for the support of the town poor for the fiscal year 
ending January 31, 1924. 

27. To see what sum of money the town will vote to ‘raise 
and appropriate to pay the debts of the town. 

. 28. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $2,180 to meet payments maturing during the fiscal year 
on North street school building bonds. 

29. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $1,125 to meet payments maturing during the year on North 
street school heating plant alteration bonds. 

30. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate for the support of Stevens High School for the ensu- 
ing year. 

31. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $3,500 for the support of Fiske Free Library, agreeable to 
the contract with Andrew Carnegie and Samuel P. Fiske. 

32. To see what action the town will take in regard to fitting 
up a historical room in connection with Fiske Free Library and 
raise and appropriate $2,000 therefor. 

33. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $3,500 to make burials, take care of and beautify the cem- 
eteries of the town. 

34. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $3,500 for the maintenance and development of Monadnock 
Park. 

35. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $2,000 for the maintenance and development of Moody Park. 

36. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
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sum of $1,000 to carry on the work of the District Nurse Health 
Department. 

37. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $500 for milk inspection. 

38. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $1,900 the same to be used in installing new switchboard, 
changing heating system to get better results, replacing aisle car- 
peting, painting and general repairs in Town Building. 

39. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for Memorial Day. 

40. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise 
and apropriate for band concerts by the American Band for the 
ensuing year. 

41. To see what action the town will take in regard to the 
collection of garbage and refuse and raise and appropriate money 
therefor. 

42. To see if the town will vote to build an intake dam in 
White Water Brook, lay a pipe from said intake dam to the Dole 
Reservoir, and do such other work as may be necessary to con- 
duct the water of said brook into said reservoir. 

3. To see if the town will vote to authorize the Water Com- 
missioners to purchase or take by right of eminent domain such 
lands, rights of way over such lands, and water rights as may be 
expedient to carry out the provisions of the preceding article. And 
further authorize them to purchase or take by the right of eminent 
domain such other land in connection therewith as in their judg- 
ment seems expedient. 

44, To see if the town will vote to autherize the Selectmen 
to borrow on the credit of the town, such a sum of money as may 
be necessary, not exceeding $75,000 for the purpose of carrying 
out the provisions of the two preceding articles, and determine 
the manner in which the same shall be paid. 

45. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $400 to be expended in cooperation with the State Depart- 
ment of Forestry in continuing the White Pine Blister Rust erad- 
ication work. 

46. To see if the town will vote to adopt the provisions of 
Chapter 79 of the Puplic Statutes relative to sidewalks and sewers 
as amended by laws of 1923 enabling towns and village districts to 
establish Boards of Sewer Commissioners. 

47. To see if the town will vote to establish 2 Board of Sewer 
Sommissioners, consisting of three members, to be chosen at the 
aext annual town meeting, as provided in “hapter 79 of Public 
Statutes as amended by Laws of 1923. 

48. To see if the town will vote to a»ypoint an inspector of 
buildings for the town, prescribe his duties and fix his compensa- 
tion. And also by ordinance or by-laws prescr’be regulations for 
the construction and maintenance of all buildings in the town 
which shall be used:in whole or in part for mereartile, commercial 
manufacturing or public purposes or as tenement houses. 

49. To see if the town will vote to construct a concrete filnor 
on the bridge crossing Sugar river at West Claremont by the Coy 
Paper Mills, and raise and appropriate money therefor. 

50. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $100 for shrubbery to be planted around the band stand 
and fountain in the park, a committee for the buying and setting 
out of same to be appointed by the moderator. 
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51. To see if the town will vote to exempt from taxation for 
a term of ten years a manufacturing plant proposed to be erected 
by Fredson C. Reed and others for wood-working purposes. 

52. To see if the Town will vote to authorize and direct the 
Claremont District School Board to petition the Superior Court 
for permission to use the income of the Burbee legacy for the pur- 
pose of establishing a clinic for the corrective treatment of dis- 
eased teeth, eyes and other physical defects of school children 
under such conditions as the School Board and Board of Health 
may consider advisable. 

53. To see if the town will vote to instruct the Selectmen 
to install an additional street light on each of the following streets: 
Gambia, Myrtle, Chase, South, Barnes, Mulberry and Dexter 
Heights. : 

54. To see if the town will vote to renew and extend the 
4 per cent Water Supply Bonds due July 1st, 1928, amounting to 
$158,220 for a period of twenty (20) years to July 1, 1943. 

55. To see what action the town will take in regard to pur- 
chasing a moving picture machine for the Opera House. 

56. To see what action'the town will take in regard to pur- 
ehasing Flat Rock and raise and appropriate money therefor. 

57. To see if the town will vote to accept a tract of land on 
Barnes Flat so called from Fred E. S. Barnes, and maintain the 
same for a public playground, and pass any other vote relating 
thereto. 

58. To see if the town will vote to discontinue the road known 
as Poverty Lane running from the home of James Holt to Hewitt 
Farm in the northwest part of the town. 

59. To see if the town will vote to instruct the Selectmen to 
make the Electric Railroad Company take care of the snow plowed 
from their tracks instead of piling it in the streets. 

60. To determine the rate of discount the town will allow 
persons paying their taxes within such period as the town may 
designate. 

61. To see if the town will vote to instruct the Selectmen to 
employ one more regular police to be added to the present force as 
night watch in the business section of the town. 

62. To see if the town will adopt the Rules and Regulations 
made by the Cemetery Commissioners for the care of all cemeteries 
owned by the town of Claremont. 

63. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate a 
sum not exceeding $1,000 for the construction of a suitable side- 
walk leading easterly from Woodland street on the southerly side 
of Myrtle Street. 

64. To transact any other business that may legally come 
before said meeting.

Hydrants 


Three new hydrants have been installed during the 
fiscal year and are situated, one at the junction of Myrtle 
and Grove streets, one on Maple avenue, near Spaulding 
street and one near the Central Fire Station. 


Fire Alarm System 


The only improvements made to this system was the 
changing of the location of Box 13 from the electric light 
pole in front of the town hall to a specially illuminated 
iron post at the corner of Broad street and Tremont 
square, and the installation of a new box, No. 57 at the 
corner of Winter and Washington streets. A mile of . 
new wire has been hung to replace that which was worn. 


Recommendations 


I recommend the connection of the water pipes of 
the Monadnock Mills to the dry hydrant system on Broad 
street. This would give the department water under - 
pressure from the manufacturing plants pumps in case 
of a serious fire in Tremont square and would be en-

tirely independent of the city water supply pipes. Also 
the purchase of a new hook and ladder truck of modern 
design to replace the present one which was purchased 
over 40 years ago, for many years drawn by hand, is 
now frail and undependable. 


Remarks 


I appreciate the co-operation of the firemen and al- 
so the good feeling and co-operation of the citizens of the 
town, the combination making the department efficient.

To the Board of Selectmen; 

I herewith submit a report of the Department of 
Public Health of the Town of Claremont for the year end- 
ing January 31, 1923. | ;

Six tuberculosis removals were reported during the 
year as required by law. 

Sixty-six rooms were fumigated, following contagi- 
ous diseases. 


Sanitary Inspection 


The work of this department has been given care- 
ful attention through the medium of fumigation, the in- 
vestigation of complaints, and suspected sources of con- 
tamination, the removal of dead animals, cleanup of 
private dumps, the removal of several cesspools that were 
a menace to health, etc. 

In company with the state inspector,:a careful in- 
spection of food products in groceries, markets, baker- 
ies, fruit and drug stores was made and samples of va- 
rious food products taken to be submitted for analysis. 

In November an inspection was made of the sanitary 
conditions of slaughter houses, meat markets, hotels and 
restaurants. With a few exceptions, conditions were 
found to be good. 
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Tuberculosis Clinics 


Five tuberculosis clinics were held here during the 
year under the direction of the Sullivan County Tuber- 
culosis Association. These clinics have been well pat- 
ronized and productive of most excellent results. 


Veneral Clinic 


Weekly clinics for the treatment of veneral diseases 
have been held at Concord, under the auspices of the 
State Board of Health. The purpose of these clinics is to 
give proper examinations and treatment free to those who 
are not financially able to employ a physician. 


Garbage Collection 


By vote of the Town at the last annual meeting, the 
period for collection of garbage was extended to cover the 
entire year, instead of for six months, as in previous 
years. This fact, together with the steadily increasing 
amount of garbage to be collected, makes it a very diffi- 
cult proposition to get satisfactory service with the pres- 
ent. renumeration. | 

During the past year, six samples of water from the 
Tyler and the samé number from the Grannis system, 
have been sent to the state chemist for analysis. . 

The general results have been satisfactory. 

Water taken from the spring near the Claremont 
Paper Company’s mill on Union street, was pronounced 
unfit for drinking purposes.

Report of Milk Inspector 


The second year of milk inspection has shown great 
progress. During the year 127 licenses have been issued, 
approximately 350 visits have been made, samples of milk 
have been taken and sent to State Laboratory of Hygiene 
at Concord and all have been up to standard, and no dirty 
milk found. 

Two licenses have been revoked. One. restored af- 
ter the conditions were remedied, the other was not as it 
was the second offence. ) 

There are approximately 4000 quarts of milk coming 
into Claremont daily, four-tenths quart per capita. Five- 
tenths is ideal. | 7 

The supply is coming from 1193 cattle which have 
passed one or more tuberculine tests. 209 head of cattle 
which were supplying milk last year have reacted to the 
test and been slaughtered. Efforts have been made, when 
badly affected cattle were found in any herd, to have the 
children drinking that milk examined at the local tuber- 
cular clinic. No contagious diseases have been traced 
to the milk supply during the past year. 

The producers have joined, to a man, with the public 
in aiding the work of testing the herds, and it is earnest- 
ly asked that the citizens of Claremont report any viola- 
tions of the milk ordinance to the inspector, who will at- 
tend to them immediately.

REPORT OF LIBRARY TRUSTEES 


The circulation of books and magazines for the past 
year averaged 155 items daily. This is a decrease from 
that of 1921, but a gain above every other year. 

One hundred and six books were added to the Way 
Collection and six hundred and thirty-five to the general 
library, two hundred and thirty-five by gift, over one 
hundred of the gifts being from Mrs. Mary W. Long. 

Our own resources have been suplimented by loans 
from the Public Library Commission, the State Library, 
the Manchester and the Concord libraries. The Commis- 
sion books were mostly in foreign languages, those from 
the State, genealogies and histories. 

The librarian has talked to pupils at school and held 
classes at the library, giving instruction in the use of 
books. 
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A very successful Neighborhood Meeting was held 
in June at Charlestown, the Claremont institution being 
represented by Mrs. Percy Brooks, of the Board of Trus- 
tees, Mrs. Ide and Miss Gilmore. 

Mrs. Ide passed a week at the Library School in 
Durham held annually under the auspices of the State ~ 
College and Public Library Commission. The instruction 
given is of great value to the institutions of the state and 
to students from outside. One pupil was from Massachu- 
setts, another from Tennessee, (LeMoyne Institute, Mem- | 
phis. | | | 

An event of peculiar interest was a simple ceremony 
held in a reading room on the evening of November 5th, 
when the War Memorial, voted by the town in March, 
1919, was, deposited there. ‘This memorial, a handsome 
book containing records of Claremont’s veterans in the 
World War, was, compiled by Miss C. Isabel Dutton, — 
who by great care gathered information of all but three 
or four participants. The mechanical part of the vol- 
ume is of the best, inscribed by hand, bound in hand- 
some red leather with gold leaf trimmings and ed: 
it is as nearly worthy of its purpose as any memorial 
could be, and will preserve the names and service of the 
men and women for all time. Visitors have come to 
consult it, and are content with the work of the Com- 
mittee who had it in charge. 

The perennial demands for a historical room have 
been forcibly urged this year and some action should be 
taken in regard to this matter. 

Gifts of books and magazines have been received 
from Mrs. H. J. Patterson, Miss Victoria Bates, Mrs. L.

The administration feels keen- 
ly the courtesy of the patrons of the library. 

The large balance in the treasury is from the income 
of the Way Fund, which is restricted to the purchase of 
books so expensive or of spécial nature that they should 
not be purchased from the general library appropriation. 
The Way books are to form a collection to be kept by 
themselves. As there is no shelf room that can be spared 


for them at present, only such as were urgently needed 
have been bought.

The tennis tourts continued in great demand the past 
season, so that it is possible that it will be necessary to 
add one or two new courts in the near future. 

During the coming year we hope to make some added 
improvements, in addition to getting a start made on a 
running track, for which there appears to be considerable 
demand. 

Your committee requests for your consideration that 
the sum of $3,500 be appropriated for the continuance of 
this work for the ensuing year, $2,500 of which will be 
necessary for maintenance, and $1,000 for added im-.

State Forester’s Report 


Control of White Pine Blister Rust 


In accordance with the terms of an agreement execu- 
ted between the Town of Claremont and the New Hamp- 
shire Forestry Commission, we are herewith submitting 
the report of work conducted during 1922 in the control 
of the white pine blister rust. 


Object of Undertaking 


This work was undertaken for the purpose of con-. 
tinuing the removal, throughout pine growth, of currant 
and gooseberry bushes, inasmuch as these plants are the 
only means by which blister rust is spread from infected 
to healthy pines.

Currant and gooseberry bushes destroyed 6,713 
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In addition to the work performed in Claremont dur- 
ing 1922 through the town and state funds, two pine own.- 
ers paid for having this work performed on their own 
property. Such work was conducted upon the Putnam 
estate and also upon lots belonging to McCrillis and Rich- 
ards. The terms of co-operation in such work specified 
that the owners, must pay the wages and expenses of ne- 
cessary laborers, while the state furnishes the services of 
a foreman. As a result of this work, 1,542 currant and 
gooseberry bushes were removed from an additional 
560 acres, of land.
